Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa in the 
Forty -ninth Year of the Republic of India as follows: --

1. Short title and conimencement. ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Goa School Education (Amendment) Act , 1998 : 


In pursuance of Rule - 269 of the Rules of Procedure and 
Conductof Business ofGoa Legislative Assembly the following 
documents which were laid on the Table of the House of Goa 
Legislative Assembly on 13th July , 1998 are declared to be 
published for general information . 


( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 


2. Amendment of section 4 . In the Goa , Daman and Diu 
School Education Act, 1984 (Act 15 of 1985 ) (hereinafter 
referred to as the " principal Act" ), for section 4, the following 
shall be substituted , namely :-- 


1. Finance Accounts 1996-97 


2. Appropriation Accounts, 1996-97 and 


3. Report of the Comptroller and Auditor General of 

India for the year ended 31st March , 1997

" 4. Powers of Government to regulate education in 
schools.- ( 1 ) With a view to enable the Government to provide 
for the planned development of school education in Goa , every 
individual, association of individuals , Society or Trust, desiring 
to establish a school or to open additional classes in an existing 
school, shall , before establishing such school or opening 
additional classes in an existing school, as the case may be , 
apply to the Director in writing in such manner and on payment 
of such fees as may be prescribed .

It is also proposed to amend section 19 of the Act, 1984 , so as 
to impose punishment for collecting fees or any other charges or 
receiving any otherpayment beyond the prescribed limit. Section 
23 ofthe Act, 1984 , is also proposed to be amended so as toprovide 
for taking cognizance of an offence under sub -section ( 4 ) of 
section 4 and sub -section ( 4 ) of section 19 only on complain 
made by the Director or authorised person . 


This Bill seeks to achieve the above objects .

Memorandum Regarding Delegated Legislation

Clause 2 of the Billempowers the Governmentto frame rules to 
specify the manner in which an application is to be made to the 
Director and the amount of fees which are to be paid alongwith inc 
application , for the purpose of establishing a school or opening 
additional classes in an existing school. 


Clause 4 of the Bill empowcis the Governmentto makerulesto 
specify the limit for the purposes thereof.

The Goa , Daman and Diu School Education Act , 1984 


Statement of Objects and Reasons 


(Act 15 of 1985) 


Section 4 of the Goa ,Daman and Diu SchoolEducation Act, 1984 
(Act 15 of 1985 ), empowers the Government to regulate education 
in schools and accordingly schools are permitted to be established 
where there is need . There is no provision in the Act, 1984 , towards 
penalty if a school is established /opened without prior permission . 
Therefore , it is proposed to suitably amend section 4 of the Act, 
1984, so as to prevent irregularities in opening of schools . 


4. Power of Government to regulate educationmschools.-- ( 1 ) The 
Governmentmay regulate education in all the schools in the union terri 
tory in accordance with the provisions of this Act and the rules made 
thercunder.
